THE SMALL-POX. 

It is and ought to be no secret that 
the small-pox lurks in alleys and out- 
of-the-way places in this city, and that 
every little while it fastens upon some 
victim and claims him for its own. The 
patients are principally among the 
native population, though now and 
then we hear of a white man or woman 
being seized. The mortality among 
the Indian's has been heavy; and it is 
a very remarkable fact that, notwith- 
standing a large expenditure of Civic 
revenue for sanitary purposes, the dis- 
ease has not been checked. We do 
not know what steps have been taken 
by the Board of Health to confine the 
disease to narrow limits. Their doliber- 
ations are always conductctl in Hccrel, 
under the shallow pretence of wi.shing 
to conceal from the public facts thnt 
the public are already well informed 
upon. But we know that the precau- 
tions of the Board — if they took any — 
have failed. Heretofore, on tho occa- 
sion of small-pux visitntion.4 tho dis- 
ease has been rapidly and cll'cctually 
stamped out. But weeks have grown 
into months and still small pox lingers 
in our midst. The Board of Health 
'who are also the City Council) sooni 
utterly inculpable of grappling with it; 
and the Health Officer has accepted 
lucrative employment on the Hteaui- 
ship Dakota and is now si)f'f(liiig on his 
way to San Francisco. Alt')gcthi'r it would 
buem the siek arc alianduin'il to their fate 
and unless viijorouH aciiiin bt! talioii, tliii 
disease will rcmuin at our (ioor.s all win- 
ter — a most uiid'j^iraljU- umI iiuwelconic 
visitor. It ivun 111 Ije a hard thing to s.i_\ 
(aud wo dnii't intend to s ly il l timt HOnjc 
one in authoi'ily may cucouraKi- ihi' spread 
of the small-pox among us for wliat l,i! 
would malie ciuL (;f the salutary ex(jeiidi- 
tnre. We have litard it !-aid tiiat u pa- 
tient named Granville and two nur.ses 
were confined tliree months in a small 
houBB on Piindora Ktret.'t and that they 
wore supplied at City expense with tho 
neceaHaiies of life (aiid not a few of tho 
luxnrioa) by a Coaiieillor hix weeks alter 
the Health Officer had declared tho j^n- 
tient well. This, however, may bo gos- 
sip; but where Councillors will insist on 
monopolizing buBinoss that flows from 
Civic expenditure they must expect to ho 
Bcandalizoii. At any rate, we leid sm-e 
that tho expenditure on r;anilary aeeonut 
is and has beeu verv large, aud that the 
result has been most uuf-aiislaetory ]Moie 
eifootive measures must bo adopted, and 
the first step should be for the Council- 
lors to throw open the doors and take the 
public into their eonli(lonc(>. In Saii 
Fiaiicisco and elKcwhere there! is uo aecre- 
cy thrown about tho dediherationa of the 
Board of Health, and tho fullest pulilici- 
ty is given to the daily rejiorts of tlio 
Hoallh Ollieor. Why should a dlH'oront 
course be adopted here? It only arouses 
public suspicion and dishnst and lays 
Oounoillors open to be scandalized (?) in 
the manner wo have stated above. 

A TELEGRAPH TO NANAIMO. 

A project for tlie erection of a lino of 
telegraph from Victoi-ia to Nauaimo has 
been broachiul by Mr. J'',. Conway, 
who was chief coustructor of the tele- 
graph lino through British Columbia.

The aspect of affairs in the East is more 
threatening than over. Servia has reject- 
ed the six months' armistico, linssia has 
assumed an attitude of dictation, and Ita- 
ly ia making cortoiu territorial demands 
on Austria which the latter cannot satisfy 
without a struggle. The non-committal 
attitude of Germany is a source of dis- 
quietude at Loudon, and France professes 
a desire to remain neutral in the event of 
a war between Great Britain, Austria and 
Turkey on the one side and Russia, and 
possibly Italy, on the other. The Ser- 
vians and Montenegrins are certainly well 
backed with men and money and are mak- 
ing a stout resistance to tho Turks; but it 
is not believed that a general war will bo 
commencod until next sprhig, although 
all tho Powers are arming as if for in.stant 
conflict. lu tho event of a war with Kus- 
fiia it would seem a ])roper thing to call 
tho attention of tho Imperial outhoritios 
to the defenceless condition of Esquimalt 
with a BuBsian fleet lying at Amoor River 
])r()pared at sliort notice for active o[)era- 
tions in the I'aoilie.

Tho steamer Isabel, Oapt. D. Morrison, 
arrived here at B o'clook yesterday morn- 
ing from Fort Wrangol, bringing down 

2!30 pnspongers— of whom 77 were China- 
men— 8100,000 in gold dust, Johnston's ex- 
press, 'Jl mules, the property of Messrs. 
Grant and MoThompson, 1 Government 
horses and 2 belonging to "Oregon Jack." 
The Isabel arrived at Fort Wraugei on 
the 6th inst. at 10.80 p.m., and awaited 
the arrival of the steamer Beaver from the 
atic'keen with a largo mimbor of miners 
and animals on board. Tho latter steam- 
er got down ou the 7th at p.m. and with 
little delay her passengers, etc., were 
transferred to tlte Isabel. On the 8tli the 
steamer Gertrude left for Glonora to 
bring down other pasaengerB oomii% 
from the mines. The same day at b.iV) 
p. m. tho Isabel sailed from Wraugei for 
this port. She experienced calm weather 
but was somewhat ilulayed by fog, and on 
tho nth put into Alert" I5ay for wood - 
weather still foggy. At 0:30 p.m. ou tho 
same day the steamer Grapjjler was met 
in Johnstone straits bound North, tlie Ot- 
ter having previously been mot about 
hours steam from Fort Wraugei, On the 
evening of tho 12th the Inabel eume to 
anchor in a douse fog off San .luan Island 
where she remained until o'cloclv y(!s- 
terday morning, arriving hero as before 
stated three hours later. The passengers 
sjioak in very flattering terms of Captain 
Morrison, who, owing to the prevalence 
of fog, was almost continually ou dock, 
and exerted every etl'ort to provide as far 
aa possible for tho comfort and safety of 
the large number on board. Tlii're arc 
still 80 mules in the miue-i whicii will 
come down per first opportunity, w hilst :i, 
number of others will winter at Foi l 
Wrnngel. It is expected that tlio 8lo;imer 
Otter will leave Wrangol with upwards of 
150 passengers on board, and it is estimat- 
ed that there are still some 500 men in the 
mines, comparatively few of whom will 
bo content to w inter there. Nearly all 
claims will suspend operations about tho 
16th inst. 

THE NEWS FROM THE MINES 

is favorable and on tho whole encourag- 
ing being eciual to tho expectations uf the 
minors, a majority of whom intend to re- 
turn next spring. §20,000 arrived down 
bv Johnston's express, and a large amount 
of treosure is reported on tho way out 
from the mines. Hill diggings have been 
struck on Thibert ('reek and the Discovi!- 
ry claim on McDame has again devolojied 
unusually rich grountl. Trice liroH. ou 
this creek aro also doing well. Good 
news has been received from liosolla 
Creek and pro-spects on Rapid River are 
such as to warrant rather favorable expeo- 
tattons as to uost season's operations. Tho 
weather at tho mines is cold and cle;tr in- 
dicating tho season's apiiroaehing closi;. 
On Berry Creek, o tributary of Thibert 
Creek, Midbow i Collins have taken out 
upwards of §15,000 daring the season and 
three week's since Miilbow took out $150 
in a day and a half— ono man working. 
Midbow intends to winter on the claim 
and will drive a tunnel into the side hill. 
Prospectors on Thibert have found tiiat 
tho gold lies in tho old channel of tho 
crook, high up, probably 100 feot on tho 
bill. There are now about a dozen com- 
panies working on tho sido hill, and their 
claims cover nearly 2 miles of ground. 
All of them have met with splendid pros- 
pects, and it is supposed that the diggings 
in this part of tho country will, without 
exception,' bo drifting diggings. Their 
extent has yet, howev(!r, to be jiroved. 
Rolan<l .t Co., ou the month of Boulder 
Criileh, are taking out about 2 oz. tu thu 
band per day and Gillis, Sutton it Co., 
lowi'r down on Thibert, aro doing eij ually 
well. Tlio other companies aro simply 
prospecting. W. McColl, who lias been 
working a claim near the mouth ol I'hibert 
Creek, brought down .?-fOOO yesterday and 
his partner, Collins, also has a similar 
amount. On Doaso Creek many f)f the 
daims have l)een purchased by Chinese 
ompanios; ouo of the claims there which 
has [laid well during tho season is the 
Caledonian, which is said to ha 70 cleared 
some §10,000. Chiiiaiuen subsenuently 
bought tLie claim, after it had been near- 
ly worked out, for §2500, The 
Discovery claim (Doaso) has paid Ca])t. 
Mooro 1()5 ozs, clear of all expenses, and 
two men who were employed to work it 
ou shares make from $800 to SIOOO each. 
On McDame it is re|iorti'il that very good 
hill diggings have been discovered and 
several creek claims aro paying well. 
Prospectors who have visited Tarcou lii- 
vor do not seem very favorablv impressed 
with tho country or the results of their 
labors, and it is probalilo tliiit no elairjis 
will be located iu that iiortliern section. 
Oporatiou.i on Deloiro river and S;iyyea 
creek aro almost discontinued ami the ex- 
pectations as to that locality have not 
been realized. Not more than forty mon 
will winter in Cassiar, and of them<j5 will 
romain on Thibert, G or 7 ou McDame and 
the remainder elsowheri!. iMerclumts have 
tloiie very widl at L/ukotown, the ilistri- 
buting point fm- outlying districta. Tho 
fiver steamers iuteiiihul to make ouo moro 
trip each after the steamer Isabel 
left Port Wrangel, whioh would enable 
them to bring down all the miners and 
aninmls which were either (doming out or 
waiting atClenora to return to the co:i8t. 
On tho 2Glli ultimo there eight inches of 
snow ou Thibert creek and the ico form- 
ing at night was already materially i-o- 
tarding mining opuralious. It was thought 
however that clear weather would follow 
and that at least two moro weeks' work 
would be put in. With tho exception of 
a few cases of scurvy anuingst miners who 
wintered in Casaiar last year the general 
health has been good and there are no 
serious accidents to record.

HIOH-HANDED PEOOEEDTNGS. 

Two roportors attached to tho Colonist 
stair proceeded to tho Council buildings 
utthe usual hour. On entering tho hall- 
way which loads to tho chamber whore 
the regular meetings aro hold, tho door of 
the chamber was found to be fastened. 
Tho Councillors and the Mayor were con- 
gregated in the clerk's office holding a 
discussion. Ono of tho ConoNiST repor- 
ters then wont round to the front eiitranco 
to the eliainbiu's which, at 7:50 p. in. — 
twenty minutes after tho time fixed for 
reguLir public meotiugs — was ALSO 
FOUND TO BE LOCKED. Ou re- 
turning to the hall-way of tho building 
tho Mayor and Counoillors' iicoompauiod 
by a reporter from tho Standard nowspa- 
I)er, w(;ro discovered to bo entering the 
(diamber by a door, on which aro the 
worils "Police i\Iagistrate" anil which is 
ge'iierally considered a private ontranco. 
Seiung that tho Stdiidard reporter was ad- 
mitted one of tho CoiiOnibt representa- 
tives applied for a similar privilege which 
WHS refused by the messenger on the 
grounds that the Mayor had ordered any- 
one from the Coloni.st to be excluded. 
The repcu'ter however passed into the 
chamber a short distance and was point-

(Joiin. Trounce- I j>rotest Mr. Mayor 
against the freciueiit re^jetition of these 
high-handed proceedings. What is that 
door loidcad for V (Pointing to the door 
by which the Council and reporters have 
hitherto entered the obaraber.) 

The Mayor — I don'^ know it's looked. 
How do you know it V 

Conn. Troiinc^o- -Simply because the 
messenger told me he had locked it un- 
der order.s from you. Why is that so? Is 
not that table there for reporters with- 
out any distinction as to the pajjors they 
reiiresout ? 

The Mayor — I don't care! I'm not go- 
ing to have anybody in here unless I see 
til. The matter is entirely at my pleasure 
sir! We won't argue the caHO with you 
anyhow, Mr. Clerk proceed with tho 
reading of tho minutes. 

The minutes were then read and adopt- 
ed. 

FALSE FIRE-ALA11M8. 

A communication was read from tho 
Socretury of tho Fire Department request- 
ing tho ( 'ouiicil to bring to account par- 
ties iMUsing false tiro-alarms by burning 
rubiiish, etc. , after sunset without noti- 
fying tho Department.

The .Mayor said that there were maga- 
zines, containing ammunition of a much 
more dangerous nature than it was pro- 
]iosod to store here, "right in the hoart" 
of San Francisco. 

Conn. Trounce said ho feared the Mayor 
knew nothing about the matter, (Hear, 
hear) for ho (Coun. Trounce) was per- 
fiMitly certain that no magazine exiated 
within the city limits of San Franoiaco 
city. Tho ammunition allowed iu that 
I'ity w;iH very small in amount and such 
only as might bo reipiired at any moment 
for immediate uso. Capt. Chatflold, of 
11. M. S. Amethyst, the Mayor shoald 
remember, had recommended that the 
magazine bo erected in somo romoto 
plaee, at least IdO yards from any liwoll- 
iiig and lhat small quantities of ammnni- 
liou be druwu as might be necoHRary, Ho 
(Coun. Trounce) understood that an in- 
junction would ho applied for, and surely 
the Mayor did not wish to run the Corpo- 
ration into the expense of defending an 
action wh(ui the funds would nat allow of 
the election of lw(,) hunps. (Laughter.) 

Tlio .Mayor - Oil you can't make no 
point by alluding to that! 

Coun. Tromici;— Well, anyhow, I shall 
move that permission bo not granted for 
tho erection of the magazine within tho 
city limits. 

Seconded by C!oun. Williams. 

The vote resulted in a tie. 

The Mayor (vohomontly) — Then I vote 
for it. 

Coun. Trounce— Thou you will veto to 
run the City Council into a law suit. 

The Mayor— Yes; I suppose you will 
starfit. 

Coun. Trounce- No Sir; in reply to 
ttiat 1 refer you to the letter from Mossra. 
Drake ,V Jackson, now before you, in- 
forming yen of the intention to apply for 
an injunciion, and I have had nothing to 
do with that. 

Hia WOBSHEP'S POWEBS. 

The Mayor desired to call tho attention 
of the Council to tho fact that the Police 
Magistrate had a day or two since dared 
to (pKislion his power to ])erforin corhviu 
func'tioiiHs. That gentleman had thrown out 
insinuations that he(the A[ayor)had over- 
stepped his authority.

Meu, women and children who had rela- 
tives and friends iu the ostabliBhmont 
rushed frantically forwarded and ii Kcene 
ol the wildest confusion ensued. The 
jiolicio with ropes extended -across kejit 
the surging crowd from interfering with 
the work of the llrenmii.
